Revolutionary Government 
Borrows $18,500,000 
From Banks.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 10.—(UN) 
The revolutionary government, riding 
the crest of almost fanatic popular 
acclaim, floated a short loan with 
ease today as the initial move toward 
meeting the critical financial and 
political problems facing the disturbed 
nation, 


Every one of the 27. banks in 
Buenos Aires participated in over- 
subscribing a loan of 50,000,000 paper 
pesos ($18,500,000) asked by the new 
cabinet. The banks subscribed 835,- 
a pesos ($24,490,000)  alto- 
gether, 


The subscription was made through 
the Banco Provincia, and it was an- 
nounced more money would be offered, 
if requested by the government. 

The loan was for 180 days, bearing 
five per cent interest. It was be- 
lieved this popular “demonstration of 
confidence in Genéral Jose Evaristo 
Uriburu, provisional president, and his 
ministers who seized power from the 
almost unresisting Irigoyen regime 
last Saturday, would go far _ to 
stabilize Argentina’s credit at home 
and abroad. 

The second pressing problem, politi- 
cal in nature, concerned the disposi- 
tion of Hipolito Irigoyen, deposed 
president. General Uriburu and his 
associates intimated they had no de- 
sire to hold the elderly erstwhile 
chief executive, and that they would 
like to dispose of him in a manner 
which would prevent his posing as a 
martyr, : 

The new cabinet members, eonsid- 
ering this somewhat ticklish ‘question, 
which demands immediate action, be- 
lieved it essential to remove Irigoyen 
from the public eye—but they had 
not determined on how to go about it. 
The solution was sought at confer- 
ences during the day. 

They reiterated it was essential ‘that 
the aging statesman be prevented from 
being held up to the masses as a na- 
tional martyr—that otherwise’ the 
political calm of the country might 
again be disturbed. 

Irigoyen had been permitted to re- 
main, ill, a guest at the seventh in- 
fantry headquarters in La Plata, a 
suburb, whence he fled before the 
advancing revolutionary forees under 
General Uriburu, last Saturday night. 

General Uriburu spent the day con- 
ferring with his cabinet ministers and 
others. - 

The loan flotation was the most 
important move during a day of con- 
ferences. Representatives of the 
banks met and decided to meet the 
government’s request forthwith. They 
asked no security. : 

They were told that the Uriburu 
administration desired first of all to 
stabilize the country’s financial basis. 
Government leaders declared the gen- 
eral improvement of the Argentine 
peso and bonds was one of the prin- 
cMhal victories of the revolution and 
one of the chief indications that the 
new regime deserved the confidence 
of the nation, and the world. 

The. financial situation occupied 
much of the cabinet session last eve- 
ning, and the new finance minister, 
Enrique Perez. made an extensive re- 
port on the situation as left by the 
Irigoven regime. 

Buenos Aires was quiet last night 
and tranquil all day today. ‘The 
government went about the business 
of seeing order was maintained in a 
determined manner.

ON WORLD WAR CASE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—(4)— 
Twelve years after the armistice, the 
supreme court will have before it for 
settlement this fall a large number 
of controversies growing out of the 
World War, several of them inter- 
national in character, 


The mounting docket of cases 
awaiting disposal after the court re 
convenes October 6, include requests 
for settlement of war contracts, and 
of the requisitioning of ships, the 
disposition of alien property, as well 
as the interpretation of laws affect- 
ing veterans, 


Russian corporations are asking the 
highest tribunal to decide- whether 
they have @ right to sue the United 
States for ships which, under con- 
struction. for them in this country, 
Were requisitioned by the government 
during the World War. 


Italians also are demanding com- 
pensation for vessels taken by the 
government, while firms using water 
power at Niagara Falls seek to col- 
lect from the government money 
claimed to have been lost when pre- 
vented from running their establish- 
ments during the period of war prep- 
aration. 


German claims for property seized 
during the war continue to come to 
the ,court, as well as suits by Ger- 
man owners for royalties collected on 
their patents during the hostilities. 


An effort will be made to have the 
court decide whether war risk insur- 
ance is liable for the debts of vet- 
erans, and determine the authority of 
federal courts to act in insurance 
matters pending before the veterans’ 
bureau.

NORFOLK, Va., Sept. 10.—(4)—A 
body of a young white woman found

Contrasted with the singing out by 
boatmen of the river channel’s depth 
at low water, a radio set on the up- 
per deck brought to the secretary mes- 
sages urging him to visit cities and 
towns all along the river on his trip 
to New Orleans.

15.35 cents basis middling, white 7-8 
inch on tenderable cotton. In mak- 
ing settlement, the association is 
bringing up the advance or payment 
on all _untenderabie cotton to all 
members to 15.35 cents basis mid- 
dling, white 7-8 inch, as well as mak- 
ing additional payments’ to these 
members who delivered cotton of 
good staple, and on which full paye 
ments were not made during delivery 
season. In 1928, the association ade 
vanced approximately 12 cents a 
pound to its members on their cot- 
ton and the advance, or payment, on 
all of this cotton is being raised to 
15.35 cents basis middling white 7-8 
inch in accordance with the sale 
made by the co-operative. 

Mr. Conwell, in commenting on the 
settlement being made, stated fur- 
ther: 

“We feel we have made a very 
satisfactory sale of our members’ 
cotton, in view of the fact that the 
net price received by the member is 
approximately 6 cents a pound more 
than the prevailing price. Besides, 
our cotton, as well as the cotton of 
all the other co-operatives that As be- 
ing turned over to the farm board 
and the Cotton Stabilization Corpora- 
tion, is not being sold and thrown 
on the market, but is remaining in 
our warehouses and compresses in 
this state and at other points through- 
out the south, since it is our policy 
not to sell such large quantities of 
cotton at a time when prices are so 
far below the cost of production.” 

Membership Gaining. 

Continuing, Mr. Conwell stated:

the right to prohibit the sale of in- 
toxicants, if they so wish, within its 
own borders, This recognizes the un- 
doubted fact that in a ration of such 
wide extent and with sucn diversity 
of social conditions pnblic opinion 
and practical administration in regard 
‘to methods of seeking a greater tem- 
perance differ very greatly in dif- 
ferent parts of the counutzy and even 
in different parts of the same state.

“Finally, there should be definite 
recognition. of the extension of home 
rule to the lower subdivisions of gov- 
ernméem—in other words, a recogni- 
ti.n of the rights of cities, villages 
or towns by popular vote to prohibit 
the sale of intoxicants within their 
own borders, even though the intoxi-

BOTH MAJOR PARTIES 
LIKELY DRAWN OUT. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—(UN). 
Efforts to force both parties to adopt 
state liquor control platforms in 1932 
were foreseen by obsérvers today as a 
result of the statement of Governor 
Roosevelt, of New York, in favor of 
such a program, which is similar in 
major points to the plan of Ambas- 
ador Dwight Morrow, republican sen- 

torial nominee in New Jersey. 

The usugl anti-prohibition agita- 
tion in congress, and flood of bills to 
provide liquor in one form or another, 
will come again with the convening 
of congress. But even with the new 
congress elected in November and con- 
vening the following December, an 
overturning of the overwhelming dry 
majority is seen as unlikely. 

The anti-prohibitionists have 15 to 
20 of the 96 senate seats, and some- 
where between 40 and 80 of the 435 
in the house. In most of the congres- 
sional districts represented by ‘“‘drys,’’# 
prohibition is accepted by both parties 
and aggressive wet-and-dry fights fre 
being fought in only a few states. 
There is little chance that the mem- 
bers front the south and the middle- 
west will include many anti-prohibi- 
tionists, 

The fact that both Roosevelt and 
Morrow have been discussed widely as 
1932 possible presidential candidates 
of their party makes interesting their 
similar statements. Roosevelt’s state- 
ment today in a letter to Senator 
Wagner, democrat, New York, was for 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment, 
and substitution therefore of a new 
amendment authorizing states and 
cities to make their own liquor regu- 
lations. 

Coincidentally, Maurice Maschke, 
Ohio republican national committee- 
man, on the eve of his state conven- 
tion, issued a statement urging con- 
gress either through repeal or amend- 
ment to re-submit the question to the 
states for a decision. His statement 
expressed concern over possibility that

HEBRON, N. D., Sept. 10.—(4)— 
Poisonous fumes, which turned a silo 
inte a turret of death, had tlaimed 
five members of the Tony Neidhardt 
family today. 

The yictims were Tony Neidhardt, 
Hebron farmer, and four of his chil- 
dren, two sons and two daughters, 
who died in a vain attempt to save 
their father from the methane gas 
vapors. George, 24. was taken un- 
conscious from the silo yesterday, but 
died while physicians were attempt- 
ing to save his life. : 

Fred, 20: Margaret, 20; and Freda, 
18, and their father, 50 years old, 
were drowned in the brine of the silo 
pit after being overcome by the gas. 
The bodies were recovered Dy a cou- 
sin., John Neidhardt. 

Gillie Bohle, town marshal, nearly 
lost his life in an effort to rescue 
the victims, but was saved after he 
had collapsed in the silo by his son, 
Waldo, 16, who entered the death pit 
twice to tie a rope around his father’s 
uneonscious form. A group outside 
then drew. Bohle to safety. 

No inquest will be held; the coroner 
said, as the deaths were obviously 
caused by methane or marsh gas gen- 
erated in ecornstalks. The gases were 
released when Neidhardt stirred the 
refuSe as he was_cleaning out the pit. 

His two sons entered the pit to 
succor their father as Neidhardt col- 
lapsed and the two daughters met the 
same fate in attempting to save the 
three.

But South Carolina gains much 
by her Tuesday vérdict.

GEORGIA FARMS INCREASING. 


A bulletin from the bureau of 
census gives the figures showing in- 
crease and decrease of farms in the 
States of New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland and Georgia. Why the 
bulletin figures are confined to those 
States is not explained, but probably 
they were the ones completed when 
the bulletin was compiled. 


The main interest we find in the 


1925 and 1930 the numbers of 
farms decreased in all the states 
named except Georgia, and in this 
State they increased by 7,157, or 
2.9 per cent. The total of farms 
in Georgia on April 1 of this year 
was 256,252 as compared with 249,- 
095 on January 1, 1925. 


In that same period of five and 
a quarter years the farms of New 
Jersey decreased by 5,108, or 17.2 
per cent, and those of Maryland de- 
creased by 5,688, or 11.6 per cent. 
The total decrease in New Jersey 
for the decade, 1920-1930, was 17.3 
per cent, that of Maryland 9.6 per 
cent, and that of Georgia was 17.5,

The Flemish question, which is a 
matter of international importance for 
the simple reason that it is a threat 
to the existence of the Belgian state, 
which in turn is an important element 
in the European balance of power, this 
question has suddenly assumed a re- 
ligious character. Every * year the 
Flemings make a pilgrimage to the 
Yser, where a hundred thousand of 
their brothers, who died in the war, 
lie buried.

Last year there 
were close to 200,000 pilgrims led by 
their parish priests from all over the 
country. Thirty special trains were 
necessary to convey the multitude to 
and from Ypres.

It cannot be denied that it has as- 
sumed a distinctly anti-Belgian char- 
acter. A few weeks ago the Belgian 
bishops gave out a joint pastoral let- 
ter in which occurred the exhortation 
to Flemings and Walloons alike that 
they owe allegiance to their common 
Belgian fatherland and must obey the 
authorities set over them. Catholic 
intellectuals in Flanders have replied 
with a joint letter protesting against 
the designation of Belgium as their 
fatherland. To this the bishops have 
in turn replied with the announcement 
that no priest will be permitted to cel- 
ebrate mass on the Ypres grand 
square this year on the occasion of 
the pilgrimage. Last year, it should 
be added, there were thousands of 
priests in the procession. And-so the 
chasm deepens all the time.

Interesting Things Throwing Light Upon” 
the School Book Trust Issue. 


Much has been said in the primary 
campaign just. ended, by candidates 
for governor, fo~ superintendent of 

— schools; and for 
the legislature, on 
' the subject of the 
school book trust, 
rinting schoo] 
oks at cost, 
contracting -and 
stlling them - at 
cost, and even 
about furnishing 
them to the echil- 
dren free of cost 
to their parents. 
Probably much 
that was said to 
the listeners on. 
those topics went 
in at one ear and 
out at the other, 
in many cases on 
Sam Jones’ theory that “there was 
nothing in “the head to stop it on 
the way through!” 

What is more likely is that most 
of the listeners took the “school book 
trust” talk as campaign hokum—talk 
about an imaginary raw-head-and- 
bloody-bones specter—and are of the 
opinion generally that “there ain’t nod 
such animile” as a school book trust 
preying upon the parents of the school 
children of the state. ° 

oe 


But the Gorgon Is Genuine. 
. Those who may be skeptical about 
there being a school book trust are 
sadly mistaken. There is such a trust, 
a genuine gorgon of a trust, that is 
notorious and powerful throughout the 
nation, 

It had its beginnings back in the last 
decades of the last century when sev- 
eral combinations of publishers of 
school textbooks were formed in New 
York and Boston. One of them espe- 
cially became very strong, purchasing 
copyrights of popular school books, 
contracting with the authors of other 
such books on royalty terms, concen- 
trating and cheapening the producing 
costs of the books, and employing 
shrewd agents to cover the states and 
deal with the boards that selected the 
books to be used in the public schools, 
adopted them and compelled the par- 
ents of the children to purchase them 
at certain contract prices. 

For a while there was lively compe- 
tition between this initial trust and 
the independent publishers to secure 
book adoptions in the several states. 


f Where the Lid Blew Off. 

There came: a time when a school 
book adoption was to oceur out in the 
state of Oregon and the high-powered 
agents of the book publishers gathered 
at the state capitol to fight for the 
meat. The state superintendent of 
schools was a member of the state 
board charged with making the adop- 
tion of textbooks for the schools. 

He was approached by the agent of 
the trust and tendered a bribe of 
$5,000 to give his favor and vote for 
the books the trust would tender .to 
the board. 

The superintendent insisted upon 
receiving a draft in advance upon the 
publishing company, which the agent 
gave by authority from his company. 
Whereupon the superintendent pro- 
duced the draft before the astounded 
eyes of the board, with all the details 
of the transaction. The scandal blew 
high and wide. The agent was ar- 
rested, was put under bond on a 
charge of bribery, but cleared out 


from the state, forfeiting the bond. 
My recollection is that he was aft- 
erwards indicted, but was never again 
known to be in the state. And the 
trust got none of its. books adopted. 


What Happened In Old Virginia. 

When in the middle of 90s I founded 
The Daily Pilot newspaper in Nor- 
folk, Va., to defend the prohibition 
city government we had elected there, 
my attention was directed by Hon. 
Richard Evelyn Byrd, father of ex- 
Governor Harry Byrd and Rear Ad- 
miral Byrd, explorer of the poles of 
the earth, and Hon. Hal Flood, aft- 
-erwards a famous member of congress, 
to a recent school book adoption in 
the state. 

For the second time the aforesaid 
“school book” trust had seooped the 
bacon. The same agent who had at- 
tempted the bribery in Oregon had 
figured in the Virginia adoptions. 
‘Byrd and Flood believed there were 
circumstances indicating crookedness 
in the Virginia deal. 

They showed me the tracks and I 
followed them to the point where I 
felt authorized to act openly. The 
board that made the adoptions was 
composed of the governor, the attor- 
ney general and the state school su- 
perintendent, who was then the politi- 
cal Pooh-Bah 2f the state. I learned 
that the governor and attorney gen- 
eral had left the whole business to the 
superintendent, agreeing to whatever 


he recommended. 
a x ® _ 


Opened All My Battery Guns. 

Promptly 1 opened all the guns of 
a well-prepared battery. I knew I 
was attacking vitally the most power- 
ful. political character in the state. 

Day after day in my newspaper I 
launched broadside after broadside at 
him until the whole state, press and 
people became aroused. They de- 
manded a showdown, and, if I was 
found right, a clean-up of the mess. 

Governor O’Ferrall and Attorney- 
General Scott, in their own defense, 
demanded action by the school super- 
intended. He came to Norfolk and 
sued me and The Pilot for $50,000 
damages for libel. We had a trial in 
court lasting nearly five weeks. We 
proved that each time he let the 
book contract to the trust he made 
a special bank deposit of $5,000. For 
a week he was kept on the witness 
stand in the attempt to learn. from 
him where he got those $5,000 de- 
posits. He never told. And the jury 
gave him cents damages and the 
state deposed him from office. 


There Is a Book Trust—Yes! 

It was shortly after 1900 that most 
of the school textbook publishers got 
together at the Aldine Club in New 
York and pooled their trade interests.

George K. Morrow, who, with his 
brother, Frederick K., controls the 
Gold Dust Corporation, may acquire 
the Ward Baking Corporation as his 
next venture in the food industry. 
The Ward Corporation is one of the 
four largest baking concerns in the 
United States. 

In August last year, the Morrows 
took over the United Cigar Stores 
Company. It was not long before 
they used the financial ax and wrote 
down “the surplus” from nearly $22,- 
000,000 at the end of 1928 to a def- 
icit of $776,000 on June 30, 1929. 

Since then the Morrows have been 
busy cutting off other liabilities from 
the same company. Recently they sold 
the Happiness Candy Stores which 
last year reported a deficit of $306,- 
000, and the Mirror Candy Stores to 
Loft, Ine., while they placed the 
Neve Drug Store chain, which showed 
a loss of $418,000 last year, in. bank- 
ruptcy. 

Last year the United sold its mi- 
nority interest in Life Savers, Inc., 
Schulte-United Stores, Beechnut Pack- 
ing Company and Gillette Safety 
Razor Company and made over $3,- 
000,000 in doing so. The company, 
however, still has minority interests 
in half a dozen other concerns, includ- 
ing the American Safety Razor Com- 
pany and the United States Tobacco 
Company.

NAMED IN CONFESSION 


One of Three Men Fired 
Fatal Shots, Says Man 
Held as Suspect. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Sept. 10.—Owen 
Corbett, held as a material witness, 
Wednesday afternoon, made a confes- 
sion which cleared up the part of 
the mystery surrounding the slay- 
ings of W. H. Browning and his wife 
near here on the night of August 21.

A new business school located in

S. Libby, president and founder of the 
school. 

The purpose of the new school will 
be twofold, uccording to Dr. Libby— 
first, to provide for graduates of pre- 
paratory schools who wish to take up 
th ‘r business training immediately, by 
offering a full four-year collegiate 
course leading to the Bachelor of 
Arts degree, and, second, to provide 
for college graduates who wish to 
equip themselves for executive posi- 


tions or for tegching in secondary com- | 


mercial schools, by offering profes 
sional courses leading to more ad- 
vanced degrees. 

The faculty will include men trained 
at Harvard, Columbia, Chicago, North- 
western and other leading‘ universities, 
according to Dr. Libby, and each mem- 
ber will be required to maintain active 
professional connection with at least 
one representative business organiza- 


tion, thus affording students the ad- 


vantage of being trained by men ac- 
tively in touch with business circles, 
and of making valuable contacts which 
may lead to useful employment after 
graduation. 

“The rapidly growing industrial and 


‘eommercial south is forging ahead of 


her egucational facilities,” Dr. Libby 
stated. “For many years graduates of 
our colleges have been compelled to 
seek elsewhere advanced . business 
training. Having gone to other sec- 
tions and completed this training they 
have accepted positions offered them 
there, and the south has thus lost 
many potential business leaders. For 
years we Lave thus been drained of 
many of the choicest of our younger 
generation.”

CHEMISTS TOLD OF NEWLY whore: SECRETION | 


Believed Found in Gland

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 10.— 
(P)—Discovery of a gland secretion 
that appears to control pigmentation 
—the basis of complexion—was re- 

ted to the American Chemical So- 
ciety today.

Bonds steadied a little today after the 
sagging tendencies of the previous ses- 
sion, but activity in investment mar- 
ket slackened somewhat, as Wall 
Street’s attention was turned to in- 
creasing activity in stocks. 

Furthermore, reports of several 
new offerings by public utilities tend- 
ed to detract attention from the listed 
liens. Corporation Securities, an In- 
sull Investment Company, is plan- 
ning an issue of $40,000,000 in seria! 
notes, maturing from 1931 to 1935. 

An additional offering of $15,000.,- 
000 of Electric Power and Light 5 
per cent debentures, due 2030, and 
priced at 92 1-2, to yield 5.40 per 
cent, will be made tomorrow by Bon- 
bright & Co. Also Stone & Webster is 
offering $1,400,000 of Sierra Pacific 
Power first mortgage 5s at 95. 

An important fail issue, of $12,- 
000,000 Chicago and Northwestern 
first and refunding mortgage 4 1-2s, 
is being made by Kuhn Loeb & Co., 
and National City Co., at 99 3-4 per 
cent. 

The undertone in the money mar- 
ket was a little easier, but rates were 
practically stationary. Call money 
was stilf quoted at the loan desk at 
2 1-2 per cent, although it is avail-

able satin at There appears 
some likelihood that there may be a 
flood of short term money around 
the 15th, as funds pile up at the 
banks in connection with income tax 
collections and the new treasury 
financing.

AMERICA WIN 
OVER ENGLAND 
TO KEEP TROPHY 


British Bow in Great 
Game; Pedley Bril- 
liant Star. 


By Alan Gould. 


INTERNATIONAL F IE L D, 
WESTBURY, N. Y., Sept. 10,—(#)— 
With a surging rush as impetuous as 
anything the famous light brigade ever 
put on, the “Big Four” of American 
polo galloped out of the ruck today 
and put to rout the finest British 
challenge mustered since the war. 

Trailing after five periods of hard- 
fought, ‘sensational polo, Captain 
Tommy Hitchcock's white-clad riders 


staged a comeback that broke up the |. 


Anglo attack, produced a_free- scoring 
barrage in which Eric Pedley shot 
goals “from all parts of the field, and 
clinched the match by the decisive 
score of 14 to 9. 

It was the second straight tri- 
umph for the United States and 
clinched possession of the clas- 
sic international cup, emblem of 
world polo supremacy, for the 
fourth successive time since the 
war. The Americans won the first 
match by 10 to 5 last Saturday 
and settled the issue today in 
spectacular fashion without the. 
necessity of a third contest. 

At the close of the fifth chukker 
American chances of making it two 
straight were cast in gloom. They 
were on the short end of a 7-6 score 
as the British, with Lewis Lacey and 
Captain “Pat” Roark riding and hit- 
ting sensationally, kept the Yankees 
on the defensive with sharply brilliant 
thrusts. They were not working 
smoothly together as a team and to 
cap the climax Winston Guest sud- 
denly was bumped, thrown from his 
pony and badly jarred in a mixup 
at the bell for the end of the fifth 


period. 
NEW LIFE. 

Whether this mishap or some sud- 
den abilit, to get together, the Amer- 
icans swung into action as though 
revived by some tonic. 

Before the British knew what 
it was all about, Eric Pedley and 
Earle Hopping, the two Ameri- 
can forwards, had combined to 
capitalize their team’s furious 
rally to the extent of four 
straight goals. They ran up a 
lead of 10 to 7 and all but de- 
cided the match in this sixth 
chukker. 

Once in their stride,-there was no 
stopping the’ Americans and particu- 
larly Pedley, the Californian, who cele- 
brated the completion of his first in- 
trenational cup series by scoring the 
astonishing total of eight goals, shoot- 
ing the ball between the uprights from 
all sides as he ran wild in the last 
three chukkers. 

A GREAT OUTBURST. 

Pedley had been blocked and check- 
ed almost at every turn through the 
first five periods by the burly Brit- 
ish back, Lieutenant Humphrey Guin-
